In the morning they 
made a sudden attack on the Jullalabad Piequet, 
and were received with a heavy fire, which drove 
them back immediately, leaving on the ground 
their leader, a Hindoo devotee representing Hun- 
noman, who was advancing bravely at their head, 
and several killed and wounded, rs fad they were 
unable to carry off As they were seen removing 
many bodies, their loss must have been severe. 
‘Two 9-Pounders, under Captain Moir, were sent 
down to Sipe the Picquet, and completed the 
expulsion of the Enemy from the cover in its front.

we had litue or nothing for the Cattle but whut 
could be procured by foraging parties, Fortue 
nately, some crops of Rice and other Grain, near- 
ly ripe, were on the ground sufficiently near 
to enable us to gather them under the protection 
of our Guns, As these became consumed, the suf- 
ferings of the Native Followers from waut be- 
came, 1 regret to say, very great. Any thing that 
* could be thought of was done to all them, 
Driven by starvation to seek fur tvod too far 
in advance of our foraging parties, numbers 
were cut up by the Eueiny, who surrounded us, 
The efforts mude to relieve their wants from Cawa- 
pore were for a considerable time unsuccessful, 
as even quill communications by cussids failed to 
reach their destination ; however, ou the 7th of Octo- 
ber, a convey of provisi.ns, escorted by a party of 
250 Men and two Guns, aud Commanded by Major 
Bingham, H. M.'s 64th Regiment, reached ‘us from 
Cawnpore, and on the 25th of the same month, a 
large convoy, intended for Lucknow, esccrted by 500 
Men and four Guns, under the Command of Major 
Barnston, H. M.’s 90th Reyiment, reached the 
Alum Bagh. Those enabled me to relieve, to a 
certain extent, the wants of the Native Followers. 
150 men of Major Bigham’s party were ordered 
to remain to reinforce the &: ison aud 100 
to return to Cawupore by a forced night march 
to escort. return Cattle. 
Major Barnston’s. Detachment was orlered, 
after having rested for «day or two, to return ty 
Cawapore. As the Euemy bau, however, appeared 
in very great wumbers, and had become more 
daring ’thay uswal, [ took upon imyself uke respon- 
sibility of detaining thom, which’ turned out fortu- 
nately, for in a day or two I received au order 
to do so permuuently.

Custance, were added to the Cavalry. 

These Squadrons hal already, on the banks of 
the Hindun, had the opportunity, twice, of meeting 
the Mutiveers, and had, under their able Com- + 
mander, rendered essential service on each oc- 


casion, 

‘The Rebels and Mutineers, having taken up 
a strong position, defended by Artillery, at a 
lace named Badul-ke-Serai, about five miles from 

elhi, the Force moved to its attack on the tmorn- 
ingof the 8th June, Three Squadrons of the 9th 
Lancers, Commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Yule, 
and two Troops of Horse Artillery were detached 
very early in the morning by the bank of the 
Canal to turn the Enomy’s left. These Troops 
attained their point shortly after the attack 
commenced in front, and were soon in action. 
Two Squadrons and a portion of the Horse 
‘Artillery were very gallantly and successfully 
led by Lieutenant-Coionel Yule, The Cavalry 
charged the Rebels and rode through them.

The conduet of 
all—European and Native, Officers and Men—was 
most admirable On this occasion the 9th Lancers 
were Commanded, with great coolness and judg- 
ment, by Captain Drysdale, a most gallaut Officer, 
whose xame I wish to bring under the favourable 
notice of His Excellency the Commander. in-Chief. 
The remainder of the Cavalry, under Command 
of Captain Anson, 9th Lancers, stopped behind 
forthe protection of the Camp, which required 


the greatest vigilance’ and attention, and which 


was successfully performed. Until the final and 


complete fall of the City of Delhi ou the 20th, | 


the Cavalry were employed in protecting the 
Camp and ‘covering the road leading therefrom 
to the Cashmere Gate, and on two occasions a 
Force made reconnoissances towards the Southern 
fuce of the City. 

Hodeon’s Horse was employed in following np 
the retreat of the Enemy from Nelbi, and owing 
to the activity and keen intelli; 
leader, succeeded in capturing the King of Delhi, 
who wasibrought in a prisoner; and a few days 
after, three of the King’s soas wore killed by 
them near Hummayuu's tomb. This Officer, 
with his Horsemen, was excevdingly useful ia 
beating up the hiding plaves of the Rebels in the 
immodiate neighbourhood of the City, and ren- 
dered most valuable service.

‘On the Sth the Punjaub Corps were “sent. to a 
village named Akbarpore, belonging to two no- 
torious Rebels, Mungul Sein and Acbar Sein, whom 
they hoped to.surprie. This was so well ‘accom- 
plished that both these Ohiefs were killed and 
upwards of a hundred of their armed followers, 
our Cavalry having evmpletely surrounded the 
village ere their approach was known, 

On the following morning the Column moved 
to Bidgguhr, about forty-four miles distantitjgm the 
Parade Ground at Agra, whence, at the urgent sum- 
mons of the Chief Commissioner for its immediate 
march, it proceeded with the utmost rapidity, and 
reached the Station on the 10th after a long and 
harrassing march, very thing had been reported 

niet there, and although a strong Force of the 
hie was believed to be within ten or eloven 
miles of the place, no apprehension of any immediate 
attack existed. 

The Regiments had hardly arrived and taken 
up the eneamping ground on the Grand Parade 
when four men, disguised as fu 
toms, came up to the Quo 
Lancers. The Serjeant desired them to go away, 
oue of the villains drew adndwar and cut him down, 
then attacked another Serjeant ani a Corporal, both 
of whom were wounded ; but the Guard hen moving 
out, all were killed. Hardly had this transpire 
when Artillery concealed in the high Bujra Fields, 
opéned from erent positions across fire upon the 
few tents pitched, causing some loss, Ln a moment 
every Soldier stood to hisarms, ‘The Artillery from 
their Parks, while their horses were being put to, 
returned the fire. The Cavalry were quickly 
mounted, and ere a few minutes had elapsed, the 
Troops were prepared to repel the attack. 

The Enemy's Cavalry, about 300 in number, hop- 
ing to find us unprepared, came round by our left 
flank and made a rush upon the Camp. but were 
most gallantly met and repulsed by a Squadron of 
the 9th Lancers, led by Captain French, This 
enabled the Artillery and the remainder of the Force 
to prepare to attack the Knemy’s position ; but 1 
grieve to state that this advantage was purchased 
at the. cost of Captain French's life, who fell, mor- 
tally wounded, in this charge, and the 9th Lancers 
losta brave, daring Officer, of ripe judgment, bigh-

Their intended surprise of our ‘Troops turnes 
out evidently a surprise to themselves, as th 
could not have esleulated on the presence of Bri- 
gadier Greathed’s Column. Guns, Ammunition, 

tores, and Standing Camp, all fell into our 
ands. ‘The victory was complete, 

On the 14th the Column re-crossed the Jumna, 
and proceeded by the Mynpoorie road towards 
Cawnpore. 

Having been appointed to the Command, T was 
enabled, after some difficulty, accompanied by my 
Brigade Major, Captain Hamilton, to join the Foree 
on the 18th Octobe 

The Column moved on by foreed marches, and 
arrived near Kanouj on the 22nd, when informa- 
tion reached me thvt a small Force of the Enemy, 
with 4 Guns, had that morning left the Town with 
the purpose of erossing the Kali Nuddee, about 
tio miles 1 immediately ordered off one 
Squadron 9th Lancers, with Watson's, Probyn's; 
and Younghusband’s Squadrons, with 2 Guns, the 
whole under Major Ouvry’s Command, myself 
following in «upport with another Squadron of the 
9th Lancers and 2 other Guns. Major Ouvry came 
up with them, attempting to eross the Nuddee,

Ouvry had most. successfully and with 
gallantry, attacked them in a position where little 
resistance could be made, ‘The Cavalry after this 
pursued them to the banks of the Ganges, exeeut- 
ing great slaughter among them, and finally driv- 
ing them jiuto tho river, in which several were 
drowned, 

The Column pursued its march to Cawnpore, 
where it arrived on the 26th October, crossed the 
Ganges into Oude, and was engaged at Benterah 
a the 2nd Noverben In this ae the Ca~ 
valry and Horse Artillery endeavoured to Gate 
close combat with the Enemy ; but they would not 
stand; a 9-Pounder Gun was, however, captured, 

His Excellency the Commander-in-Chiet shorth 
after assumed Command of the Troops in the Field, 
aud the career and conduct of the Cavalry since 
have been under his own observation. I must, 
however, before closing this Report, beg permis- 
sion to bring prominently forward, for His Excel- 
lency’s consideration, the names of four very gal- 
lant young Officers, whose acts of bravery may, 
I trust, be deemed by the Commander-in-Chief 
such as to merit his recommending the bestowal 
of the Victoria Cross. 

These Officers are Lieutenant Blair, 2nd Dra- 
goon Guards, and Lieutenant Jones, 9th Lancers. 
‘The particular instances of acts of bravery on their 
part 1 have already mentioned. The other two 
fare Captain Probyn, of the 2nd, and Lieutenant 
‘Watson, of the Lat Punjaub Cavalry. Captain Pro- 
byn bas been distinguished for gallantry and dar- 
iig throughout this Campaigh, At the battle of 
‘Agra, when his Squadiou eharged the Rebel Infan~ 
‘iy, he was somo time separated from his men and 
“surrounded by five ot eg nel ‘He defeuded bim- 
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self from the various cuts made at him, and before 
his own men joined him had cut down two of his 
assailants, Atanother time, in single combat with 
a Sepoy, he was wounded in.the wrist by tho 
Bayonet and his horse also slightly wounded ; but, 
though the Sepoy fought desperately, he ent. him 
down. The same day ho singled out a standard 
hearer, and in the presence of a number of the 
Enemy killed him and captured the standard. 
These are only a few of the gallant deuds of this 
brave young Qiicer. Skilful in the use of his 
eword ‘and apéar, and an excellent horseman, his 
active courage aud coolness in couflict have borne 
him safely throngh many combats. 

Lieutenant: Watson, on the 14th November, with 
bis own Squadron, and that under Captain (then 
Lieutenant) Probyn, came upon a body of the 
Rebel Cavalry. The Ressaldar in Command of 
them—a fine specimen of the Hindustani Mussul- 
man,—and backed up by some half dozen equally 
brave men;—rode out to the front. Lieutenant. 
Watson singled ont this fine-looking fellow and 
attacked him. ‘The Resealdar presented his pistol 
at Lieutenant Watson's breast, at a yard’s dis- 
tance, and fired ; but most providentially without 
effect ; the ball must, by accident, have previously 
fallen ‘out. Lieutenant Watson ran the man 
through with his sword and dismounted him; but 
the Native Officer, nothing daunted, drew his 
tulwar, and with his Sowars renewed his attack 
upon Lieutenant Watson, who bravely defended 
himself antil his own men joined in the melee 
fand utterly routed the party, In this rencoutre 
Lieutenant Watson received a blow on the head 
from a tulwar, another on his left arm which 
severed his el gauntlet glove, a éulwar cat on 
his right arm which fortunately’ only divided the 
“ sloove of his jacket, but disabled the arm for some 
time ; a bullet also passed through his coat, and 
he received a blow on his leg which lamed him 
for some days afterwards, His charger too was 

fazed by a bullet. On many other occasions,

Nothing could have exceeded in_ gallantry and 
daring the conduct of ali the four Officers whom I 
have thus prominently brouglt to notice, 

I beg also to mention the excellent. service and 
assistance I have on all occasions received from 
my Brigade Major (now-Deputy Assistant Adju- 
tant General of Division) Captain W. Hamilton, 
9th Lancers, throughout the whcle campaign. His 
exertions have been unceasing, He is brave, cool 
and collected in action, and at all times unremit- 
ting in attention to his duties, from which, in spite 
tethe neverity of the hot season and mains upon 
the cons itution of ¢o many, he was never day or 
night absont when called upon 

My Aide-de-Camp also, Captain the Honorable 
A. Anson, I wish to bring particularly to the 
favorable notice of His Excellency. His conduct 
has been most praiseworthy throughout the whole 
campaign. Animated by « most soldior-like spirit, 
active and intelligent, I have found him a most 
useful aid, and on all occasions my orders have been 
delivered ‘with precision ; and his own gallantry 


























and bravery have been universally remarked upon.

In continuation of my letter, No. 139, of 
the 5th Instant, I have the honor to report, for the 
information of the Hou’vie the Governor 
General in Council, that after pushing forward 
the Second Brigade to Bilwa Bagaur in support 
of the leading one,as the Hnemy was showing a 
boldness and insolence likely to prove trouble- 
some, Captain Plowden, whom I fit entrauted 
with discretionary power, and whose advice the 
Maharajah had ‘directed his Officers to follow, 
yesolved to move out and attack the Enemy at 
Shabgunge. 





2. have the honor to enclose Captain Plow- 


dent's account of the very creditable affair which 
ensued, and which His ue in Council will 
observe was successiul but not decisive, as far 
as the destruction of the Enemy's Force or the 
capture of his Gung.was concerned, owing to our 
want of Cavalry and the inability of the Goorkhas 
to overtake the flying Enemy. It is to be hoped, 
however, that the lesson given the Enemy, des- 
pite his superiority of numbers, may break up 
the motley force which threatened the Goruck- 
pore District on the advance of the Maharajah 
into Oudh. 

8. I woald call the particular attention of His 
Lordship in Council to that Para of Captain 
Plowden’s Despatch in which he takes honorable

Knowing this to be the caso, T was 
obliged to be cautious in advancing, and the Enemy 
was enabled to make off with his Guns, which, 
however, during the Intter part of the action, wero 
never brought nearer to us than 1,000 yards, In 
his retreat the Enemy abandoned the limber of a 
light field piece with ammunition, and which was 
Drought into Camp. I was much struck with the 
steady advance of our line over a most unfavorable 
country, having to pass a succession of villares 
surrounded by fields im an advanced state of culti- 
vation, which much impeded the rapidity of our 

gress, Our casualties were trifling,—one killed 
and one wounded,—while that of the Enemy wasnot 
less than 50. Some of the killed and wounded 
they carriedoff.

Gungeree, with the Column undet my Com 
mand on the 15th Instant, where 1 found Liewte- 
pant-Colonel Farquhar with his Detachment as per 
margin. na 

Innmediaiely after encamping I sent a party’ of; 
Horse, under Captain Hodson, to recomnoitre the 
road in the direction of Khasgunge as. far as Bil- 
ram, a village within four miles of that town, 
Shortly afier the party set out, Captain Light, my 
Orderly Officer, returned with informatiom that 
the party had discovered the Enemy's Horse ad- 
vaueing at some distance towards our flanks, and 
presently Captain Hodson himself brought intelli- 
gence that the Enemy was approschin in force, 

1 had kept the Dragoon Horses saddled, so the 
Troop speedily mounted and moved out in suppors 
of the reconnoitering party that was showing front 
to the Enemy. In the mean time the line tured 
out. The Troop Horse Artillery, under Captain 
Bishop, came to the front, speedily followed by 2 
Guns under Lieut. Griffin. 

As the Enemy’s Infantry and Artillory were now 
plainly visible, 1 directed “Lieut. Col. Kinleside to 
move forward’ with the Artillery and engage the 
Enemy in order to check ther advance and give 
time for the Infantry to disengage itself from the 
mass of ravines in front and form up. 

The Artillery engaged in the most gallant style ; 
but as the Enemy’s Horse continued to advance, 
taking ground to the left apparently with the in- 
tention of cutting off the Troop. Horse Artillery, T 
called up the Dragoon in support, and directed 
Captain Wardlaw, Commanding to charge the Kine 
iy ifa favorable opportunity offered. 

In the mean time the whole Force moved out 
and were formed up by Lieut.-Col. Farquhar, of 
the Belooch Battalion, and Captain Hodson, serving 
the Enemy's Horse advancing still against our left, 
anticipated the order I sent him, and moved up 
with his whole Regiment. The Enemy’s fire now 
began to slacken, and Captain Wardlaw, seeing 
his opportunity, ‘charged with the Carabineera 
and Lancers and captured 2 Guns, whilst Cap- 
tain Hodson, advancing immediately against the 
Enemy’s right, they were driven in utter confusin 
from the field, hotly pursued by our Oavalry amit 
Avalon. 

‘The Knemy were completely and utterly routed 
they abandoned their last Gun and two Ammumi- 
tion Waggons, aud numbers of their Infantry — 
threw away their arms, and hid themselves in the 
fields, or continued their headlong fight otek 
the Country.

From my own observation, and the report of 
others, I estimate the loss of the Enemy as over

bers crept away wounded and died. 

My own loss was in tho Cavalry solely, and 
amounted to 48. Of these 22 are slightly wounded ; 
but I deeply regret to report the death of that 
good and gallant Soldior, Captain Wardlaw ; his 
‘prave brothers in arms, Captain Hudson and Lieut. 
‘Vyse, of the 6th Carabineers ; and also the severe 
wound of Captain Head, who Commanded the De-

The ¢ will see by the Tist of Casualtios 
that Captain Hudson’s newly raised body of Horse 
was not at all backward. Tt rendered excellent 
service, less it could not do under its distinguished 
Commander, whom I beg particularly to. mention 
to the Major-General as having, on every possible 
occasion, rendered me the most effective service, 
whether in gaining information, reconnoitering 
the Country, or leading his Regiment. 

The Troop of Horse Artillery, under Captain 
Bishop, and the 2 Guns, under Lieutenant Griffin, 
the whole Commanied by Lieutenant Colonel 
Kinleside, mainly contributed to the defeat of the 
Enemy, and the Major General will duly approciate 
their enolness and skill. I received the most effi- 
ciont aid from my Brigale Major, Cnptain French, 
and from my Orderly Officer, Capiain’ Light, of the 
Artillery, who conveyed my order to the Dragoons 
to charge, and went in with them, and I may say 
I never saw greater zeal and alacrity displayot 
than by the Officers who accompanied me to the 
Field either as Field Engineers or as Volunteers, 
Tcould almost regret the Enemy did not make 
a greater show of resistance.

Delhi Field Force, 
that I marehed with the 
Force, as per margin, 
from Suhawnr, at ‘days 

yesterday. 

aving reason to be- 
lieve the Enemy might 
be at Pattiallee, 
strengthened my Ad 
vance Guard with Caval- 
ry and 2 Horse Artillery 
Guns, whilst Captain 
Hodson went forward with a large party of his 
Regiment, throwing out reconneitering partis on 
each flank, so ‘as to give timely uotice -aud pre- 
veut all chance of a surprise. 

Soon after the Colivup had cléared the village 
of Serai Nawabgunge, about four miles West of this 
place, I received intimation from Captain Hod- 
yon that the Enemy's videttes were close in his 
front, had fired on his party, and retired slowly as 
he advanced. I immediately sent on the two Horse 
Artillery Guns attached to the Advance Guard 
under Lieutenant Deroin to joiu Captain Hodson, at 
the same time forming the Infantry up in quarter 
distance Columns at deploying distauce to the 
right of the road, with Guns on each flank, and 
the whole of my Cavalry on my extreme right. 


Having sent orders to Captain Hodson not to 
engage the Enemy further, I took the opportunity 
of sorving out the bread and grog to the men, thus 
allowing time for the heavy Guns, under Licute- 
nant Gillespie, to arrive. By this time the Enemy 
had opened fire from 3 Guns at Captain Hod- 
son’s party, unreplied to by fis until I had got my 
Infantry near enough to act effectively should the 
Enemy stand. 1 now directed Lieutenant-Colonel 
Kinleside to bring his Artillery into action, which 
was at once and most effectuaily done. 

Four Horse Artillery Guns, under Lieutenants 
Deroin and Griffin, dashed to our immediate front, 
whilst 4 more, under Lieutenant Bishop, taking 
‘a detour to the na and wheeling into line, took 
the Enemy in flauk. ‘The Enemy, mean time, had 
shown his strength, and opened 11 Guns, some 
of heavy calibre, upon us. By this time the In 
faniry and heayy Guns topped the rise which had 

weviously hidden ther, and the sun being to the 
Pack of 6 foe, shone directly ov us, exposing a 
front so formidable as to deprive him of all further 
goumes to resist.

Tn this engagement 12 Guns and tnany Tarbes 
were captured, a list of which | kave the honor to- 
enclose, and I estimate the loss of the Enemy to be 
over 700 killed. I might with safety estimate their 
loss much higher, 

My own loss, as the Major-General will per- 
ceive from the accompanying Return, was most 
trifling. 

In this, as in the Inte affair at Gungeree, the 
Artillery ‘and Cavalry were principally engaged, 
and in’ fact the action was fought by them, I 
cannot speak too highly in their praise, aad I beg 
to mention to the Major-General, Colonel Kinle- 
side, who Commanded the whole of the Artillery, 
and Lieutenants Bishop, Deroin, and Griffin, who 
served under him, 


To Lieutenaut Russell, who Commanded the 
Dragoons, and his brave comrades, my thanks are 
specially due for their gallantry in action, and, the

After the action at Gungeree I specially men- 
tioned Captain Hodson and his Regiment. I can 
but repeat what I then said, and beg that the 
Major-General will be good enough to bring this 
Officer, and his great and important services, to 
the special notice of His Excellency the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

I HAVE the honor to report, for the infor- 
mation of the Brigadier Commanding, that deem- 
ing it advisable to visit my outpost at Bukewar, 
and alo reconnoitre the Enemy's position at 
Anuntram, I proceeded yesterday morning, at 
day-light, with a party of 30 Sowars of my Regi- 
meut, and accompanied by Mr. Hume, the Magis- 
trate, and Mr, Maconochie, the Deputy Magistrate 
of Etawab. 

Ordering the Picquet of 30 Rankand File of my

We moved on at once to the Enemy’s position,

Troop of 60 men, the time came for us to act. 
‘The word charge ‘was given by me, and in a fw 
seconds we were in the midst of them, sweeping 
round the rear of the entrenchment to the village 
on the Enemy’s left. Many of the Enemy escaped 
owing to the great height of cultivation and the 
villages, where it was impossible for Cavalry to 
follow, and had the Local Horse acted onthe 
right, when they saw my Troop come round, the 
victory would have been most complete ; but they 
rendered no assistance at first. However, the 
Enemy were completely routed, their only Gun, 
with 9 quantity of Ammunitton, Baggage, Ponies, 
Matchlocks, swords, &., captured, and about 125 
killed in the field and six hung. We followed them 
up for about three miles, and then.gave up further 
pursuit, the Enemy dispersing in all directions, 
and my party of Cavalry being too small to de- 
tach after them ; besides we had then come about 
twenty-five miles, and bad to return to Etawah the 
same evening, which we reached about 7 p.m. 

The number of the Enemy could not certainly 
have been under 12 or 4300 wen, including a few 
Sowars.

force of regular Mutinecrs, was at Ajectmal,

6. Lhaving been chiefly with the Matchlock- 
men, my account is necessarily a one-sided one ; 
but it must not be supposed that I wish to ignore 
the services rendered by the rest of the Force. It 
is true that owing to the nature of the position, 
the brunt of the assault fell upon the Footmen ; 
but the yreat loss sustained by the Euethy'is 
chiefly owing to the energetic pursuit by Captain 
Alexander and his Horse. About 20 were killed 
in the entrenchment and within a few yards of it 
by the Matchlockmen; 11 were killed by the 
small party with me ; but the rest were, 1 believe, 
toa man cut up by Alexander's Horse; the fugi- 
tives, be it remembered, fighting most. resolutely, 
and using swords, spears and matchlocks, but too
